In the early part of the present cen- 
tury a laree carj2;(^o( slaves, direct from 
the Arabic- speaking^ rejfirns of northern 
Afri(!a, was secretly landed near York- 
town, Va. This Hhi)) load of hamBO 
I'hiittels was dt'livjMcd to awaiting 
agents*. Ki^ht hundrt'd intelligent Mo- 
hammedan, Tii^ht-skinned Africans were 
diatrihnted among the planters of E vst- 
ei n Virginia. Fierce as untamed tigers, 
thesA mid followers of the prophet of 
MtTca pave the slave-owner«» more 
tronliU^ than any othwr eiji^ht hundrt'd 
bondsmen south of Mason and Dixon's 
line. Many of them e^OBOed North, and 
their descendants live In F'ayetle (>onMty, 
this State. Among them arc (he Blues, 
Jacksons, Muncys, Palracis, Manaways, 
and others whose thin lips, high fore- 
heads aquiline no^es, intelleotaal oa- 
wa(;lty, and splendid physique stamp 
ihcm at once as suoerior in every re- 
sr«ct to the fulUhloMed noin*". A Phil 
adnlphi.i Tiniei coiTe pendent has found 
among these people the old home of the 
g eat lalse prophet of Soudan. His 
story is this: Among the escaped Mo- 
h immcdans were (xeorge Johnson and 
w>fe. (ieorgeVs real name was Beyash- 
el A/.wah. He was a Sheik and priest 
of the order of Llami. For several years 
he lived in the mountains near GobrbIIb- 
villr, but, fcarinjr recapture, went to 
( anada. In 1860 he returned to Penn- 
sylvania and settled at Uniontown. In 
lW)4 he removed to Rrownsville, and 
sub-iei^uently to Pittsburgh, where he 
died m 1877, at a verv advanced a^ce. 
In 1880, while at CoDMUsviUe, Ub fpn 
rhoma;} was born. 

At the age of ten Thomas had learned 
the Koran from his father, and could 
repeat hundreds of pages. No turreted 
mosque reared its massive ws^; no 
bearded mue/^in called the ex-slave and 
his family to worship ; but Beva>h-el- 
Azwah never forgot **There is but one 
(kxl, and Mohammed is his prophet," 
and in a land of Christian strangers se- 
cretly adhered to the fsith of his ftuthers. 
In 1849 Thomas Johnson drifted to Cal- 
ifornia, to return to Uniontown two 
years later. In 1868 he WBnt to Paris 
and joined the French army. He was 
sent to Algiers. At the close of his term 
of service he joined a oaravan, and 
crossed the great Desert of Sahara 
southward into Soudan. For leveral 
years he lived among the satlveB of that 
almost inaccessible region. With his 
almost perfect mastery uf the Koran, 
and his superb knowledge of the arts of 
rivili/ation, e-*pe»'iany of war, he forged 
to the front as a leader. In 18<>2, when 
he heard of the war of the rebel 
lion, atid was fired with an ambition to 
help free the slaves of the South, he 
mote a 1 'ng letter to Present L4ncoln, 
offering to recruit a thousand Arab 
/x>uaves for the Union army, if the 
United States Oovemment would fur- 
nish transportation. The letter got into 
the newspapers, and was published as a 
great Joke. He returned just as the war 
closed. Yet no moro enthusias ic lover 
of the Union CBOiB stood upon Pennsyl- 
vania avenue in the city of Washington 
on the d:iy of the last grand parade of 
the Federal armies than the tall, red- 
canped Shi>ik Johnson, freeh from the 
wilds of Africa. 

After calling on the Turkish Mini'>ter 
he visited Connellsvtlle, Uniontown, 
Brownsville, then Pittsburgh, to see his 
father. In August he went to Egypt. 
There, as Is the duty of all Mohamme- 
dans, ho made a pilgrimage to the tomb 
of the prophet at the sacred city of 
Mecca. Retaming to Soudan he 
acquired a greater influence than ever 
over the sepai-civilized itfhabitants of 
that eztaaiiv* ooantry, and claimed 
prophetio powers. As time rolled on 
bis wealth and power increased, and 
when the English invaded Egypt he pro- 
oUtetd klattll aiMiMLtr Ite mb* 



prophet Allah shall send to conquer the 
enemies of Isham and rule the supreme 
over the worid. While Arabi Pasha 
was snfforing defeat, rumor had it that 
the false prophet was achieving (^xtraor- 
dinary victories and slajring thousands 
of his f(tos. To such a person all Mo- 
hammedans will kneel. According to 
Mohammedan belief El Mehdl is to come 
with givnt signs and wonders just be- 
fore the indgment day. He will anpear 
on a milk-white charger, accompanied 
by an innnm< rnhle army of bearded 
Mussulmans, all mounted on snow-white 
stallions. He must be a visible ruler 
wiih power and victory on his side. If 
he manages to spread the report that he 
is killing Jews, Christians and pagans 
by thousands he may t)e aect-pted most 
willingly by the Moslems. The defeat 
of Arabi, who claimed to fight for the 
cause of Islam, may cause all Moham- 
medans to turn to Johnson as their com- 
ing prophet. It may be added that one 
of the false prophet's hundred wives is a 
native of Fayette County, an octoroon 
froQi Uniontown. She accompanied 
him to Mecca and to Africa in 1866, and 
is said to be the mistress of his harem. 
She, too, is a direct descendant of the 
Arabs of the slave-ship of Yorktown. 
She still writes to her relatives in Penn- 
sylvMiiB.

Julius Cii sar p e sen ted a ie\v«'l to the 
mother o: Brutus vaned at i!2 ;0,U0U, 
while the pearl dnmk by <'lenpatra was 
estimated ai iO<),()0(». " 'Javernier, the 
famous traveler, sold a pearl to the Shah 
of Persia for irAft<»,(KK). A 1^20.000 
pearl was fitken Ir-nn Ainerit-an waters 
in the time Ot iMiilip 11. It was pear- 
hhaped. and as large as a pigeon^ s egg. 
Another, taken from the same localitv, 
in now owned by a lady in Madrid who

Frcsli-watcr pearls are often of great 
value. The streams of St^ Clair County, 
III, and Kiilher ord County, Tenn., 
produce large <|nantitle-;, but the 1arg<'St 
one waa found near .Salem, N. J. it 
was about an inch acro«s, and brought 
fl'.OOO in l*aris. The pearls from the 
Tay, Doon and Isla rixei'S, in Scotland, 
are preferred by many to the Oriental, 
MHil in on<^ snmnier (KM) wortli of 
pearls weru Uiken i rom these localities by 
men and children. Mother-of-pearl 
uaed in the arts is sold by the ton, from 
950 to ViUO being an average urice. The
